Waste not, want not. 

That’s a motto the city 
hopes local contractors, 
builders and architectural 
firms will put in action with a 
$4.3-million construction and 
demolition recycling plant 
opened Monday. 

“By accepting mixed loads 
of construction materials the 
C&D recychng facility makes 
it much easier for industry to 
divert waste from the land¬ 
fill meet the waste diversion 
credits for LEED projects,” 
said Mike Koziol, general 
manager of city infrastruc¬ 
ture services. 

The facility can process 
100,000 tonnes of construc¬ 
tion and demo materials an¬ 
nually, from wood and metal, 
to plastic, concrete and shin¬ 
gles. 

Materials are sorted mech¬ 
anically and manually, then 
processed at the Edmonton 


• Accepted material. In 2010, 
52,712 tonnes of unpainted 
drywall, shingles, wood, 
trees and brush and ag¬ 
gregate was accepted for 
recycling at the EWMC. 


Waste Management Centre. 

Mixed loads must be 
at least 75 per cent wood, 
metal, dr 3 rwall, asphalt and 
concrete, shingles, cardboard 
and paper, 70 per cent of 
which will be recovered. 

With an estimated 15 per 
cent of waste from construc¬ 
tion and demolition sites cur¬ 
rently being recycled in 7\1- 
berta, the city hopes to bring 
that number to 70 per cent. 

“I think what this repre¬ 
sents is a really, really im¬ 
portant missing piece to the 
remarkable work that we’ve 
been doing diverting waste 
in this city,” said Conn. Ben 
Henderson. 

By 2015, the goal for over¬ 
all diversion from landfill 
sites is 90 per cent of the 
city’s waste.

David Aitken, community 
standards branch manager, 
said the goal will be public 
education, as is evident by a 
proposed three-year $75,000 
awareness strategy. 

“I think it makes sense ... 
Nobody is going to be hurt 
by this,” said Sohi. “And if 
people want to smoke, all 
they’ve got to do is step 
away from the field.”

London jury hears 
horrifying details in Tori 
Stafford murder case 


Eight-year-old Victoria 
Stafford’s brutally beaten 
body, clad only in a Hannah 
Montana T-shirt, lay for 103 
days in garbage bags under a 
pile of rocks far from home, 
a first-degree murder trial 
heard Monday. 

There was a hght covering 
of snow in the farmer’s field 
where she was left on April 8, 
2009, after being killed with 
several blows to the head with 
a hammer, a jury in London, 
Ont., was told in the Crown’s 
opening statement. The snow 
was long gone by the time her 
badly decomposed remains, 
with a pair of butterfly earrings 
belonging to her mother, were 
foimd by a pohce ofiicer on 
July 19. 

The Crown’s horrifymg ac- 
coimt of the Grade 3 student’s 
last hours, after she was 
grabbed outside her school in 
Woodstock, Ont., was laid out 
Monday. 

Tori was abducted by 
Rafierty and McClintic, sex¬ 
ually assaulted and brutally 
beaten to death within the 
span of several hours. Crown 
attorney Kevin Gowdey told 
the jury. McClintic, 21, has 
already pleaded guilty to first-

degree murder and is serving 
a life sentence. 

Outside court earlier Mon¬ 
day, her father Rodney Stafford 
said it’s hard for him to be in 
the same room as the man 
accused of kilhng his daughter, 
and he hopes Tori’s name will 
be remembered more than the 
man in the prisoner’s dock. 

“It’s not about Rafferty, it’s 
about the little girl who lost 
her life,” he said, carefully 
choosing his words because 
the trial is imderway.

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Canada closes embassy in 
Syria, increases sanctions 


Canada has withdrawn its re¬ 
maining diplomats from S37ria 
and closed the embassy in Da¬ 
mascus. 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird said the deteriorat¬ 
ing security situation forced 
the pullout. 

“Canada has maintained 
its diplomatic presence in 
S37ria — despite the risks — to 
monitor developments on the 
ground and to deliver tough 
and frank messages to the S37r- 
ian authorities,” Baird said in 
a statement. 

“These messages will con¬ 
tinue to be delivered directly 
through the S37rian embassy 
here in Ottawa and through 


our other international 
forums.” 

Canada has been urging 
Canadians to leave S37ria for 
months. Any still remaining 
can still seek consular help 
through Beirut, Lebanon, or 
Amman, Jordan. 

The closure came as Baird 
also announced more sanc¬ 
tions against S37ria, including 
a freeze on the assets of the 
countiy’s central bank and 
seven senior ministers in the 
government of Bashir Assad. 

Canada has also imposed 
travel bans, sanctions and 
freezes on 115 S37rian individ¬ 
uals and 39 entities. 

Baird is calling for a wider 


international effort to pres¬ 
sure the Assad regime. 

“We must put concerted 
and intense international 
pressure on the regime to 
stop the violence and to allow 
a peaceful, S57rian-led transi¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“Those responsible for the 
violence across S37ria must be 
held accountable for their ac¬ 
tions.” 

The minister said Assad 
must go.,“Change will hap¬ 
pen. S57rians will have their 
day—and Canada stands with 
the S37rian people in their 
push for a better, brighter fu¬ 
ture.”

Record bid. Daredevil 
dies after being buried 
alive in 3-nietre trench 


A Sri Lankan man has died 
while tiying to set a record for 
the longest time spent buried 
alive. 

Police said Janaka Basnay- 
ake, 24, buried himself over 
the weekend with the help 
of his family and friends in a 
trench sealed with wood and 
soil in the town of Kantale, 
about 220 kilometres north of 
Sri Lanka’s capital, Colombo. 

A local newspaper said the 
trench was three-metres deep. 

Basnayake was buried 
around 9:30 a.m. Saturday 

Police said that when he 
was brought to the surface at 
4 p.m., he was unconscious 
and was taken to a hospital, 
where he was pronounced 
dead.

Quakes to blame 


Disasters cost 
lives and historic 
amount of cash 

The economic cost of 
disasters in 2011 was the 
highest in history — cost¬ 
ing at least $380 billion, 
mainly due to earth¬ 
quakes in Japan and New 
Zealand, a United Nations 
envoy said Monday. 

Margareta Wahlstrom, 
the secretary-general’s 
special representative for 
disaster risk reduction, 
said the figure was two- 
thirds higher than the 
previous record in 2005, 
when hurricane Katrina 
struck the United States. 

In addition to the 
earthquakes, Wahlstrom 
said major floods in Thai¬ 
land and other countries 
caused extensive damage. 

“The main message is 
that this is an increasing 
— very rapidly increasing 
trend with increasing eco¬ 
nomic losses,” Wahlstrom 
said.

EU eyes quotas for 
corporate boards 


Gender equality. 

European Commission 
says low presence of 
women in decision¬ 
making positions hurts 
companies’ results 


The European Union is mov¬ 
ing closer to introducing man¬ 
datory quotas for the number 
of women on company boards 
after businesses failed to make 
sufficient progress in gender 
equahty over the past year. 

The EU’s Justice Commis¬ 
sioner, Viviane Reding, said 
Monday that at the current 
rate it would take more than 
40 years for women to hold 40 
per cent of board positions in 
Europe’s publicly traded com¬ 
panies. 

The European Commission, 
the EU’s executive arm, said 
that over the past 12 months 
only 24 companies had signed 
a pledge to ensure that 30 per 
cent of their board positions 
are held by women by 2015. 
By 2020, that figure should in¬ 



crease to 40 per cent. 

At the moment, only one 
in seven — or less than 14 per 
cent of — board members at 
Europe’s biggest companies 
are women, the Commission 
said. That’s up only slightly 
from just under 12 per cent 
in 2010 and despite the fact 


that 60 per cent of university 
graduates are now women. 

The percentage of women 
chairing major European com¬ 
panies even fell slightly over 
the past two years, to 3.2 per 
cent from 3.4 per cent in Janu¬ 
ary 2010.

Men who participated in the 
study looked at photographs 
of women framed by borders 
of different colours, includ¬ 
ing red. They were asked to 
judge how pretty they per¬ 
ceived the women to be. 

Later, they viewed images 
of women wearing red shirts 
and were asked how much 
money they’d be willing to 
spend on each woman if they 
were on a date with her. 

Turns out, the women 
wearing red or framed in 
red came out on top. These 
women were: 

• rated significantly more 
attractive 

• rated more sexually de¬ 
sirable 


• more likely to be asked 
to the prom 

• more likely to be treated 
to an expensive date 

However, the colour red 
did not affect other factors 
the men were asked to com¬ 
ment on about the women, 
like likeability, intelligence 
or kindness. 

This study could very well 
be the only scientific docu¬ 
ment on the effects of colour 
on behaviour in relation¬ 
ships. 

“Much is known about col¬ 
our physics and colour physi¬ 
ology, but very little about 
colour psychology,” said 
psychology professor Andrew 
Elliot, a researcher on the 
study. “It’s fascinating to find 
that something as ubiquitous 
as colour can be having an 
effect on our behaviour with¬ 
out our awareness.” 

Though society has 
deemed red the colour of 
passion, the attraction to it 
might be more scientific. 

Primates offer a clear ex¬ 
ample. The females of some 
species will redden when 
nearing ovulation — sending 
the message that it’s mating 
time. 

“Our research demon¬ 
strates a parallel in the way 
that human and non-human 



male primates respond to 
red,” said the study’s authors. 
“As much as men might 


like to think that they re¬ 
spond to women in a thought¬ 
ful, sophisticated manner, it 


appears that at least to some 
degree, their preferences and 
predilections are, in a word. 


primitive.”

Spring is just around the cor¬ 
ner, and with it comes visions 
of putting an addition on the 
house, landscaping the gar¬ 
den, taking a warm vacation 
to shake off winter’s chill or 
shelling out big bucks for 
your (or your child’s) wed¬ 
ding. While they are all excit¬ 
ing plans, many Canadians 
will be asking themselves, 
how will 1 ever pay for them? 

For some, the answer will 
be to apply for a loan. “Loans 
can be used for all sorts of 
reasons throughout the year, 
including home renovations, 
children’s education savings 
or bu3dng a cottage or car,” 
says Christine Zalzal, vice- 
president of marketing at B 2 B 
Trust, a third-party suppher 
of investment and RRSP loans 



in Canada. 

When looking for a lender, 
it’s important to make sure 
the person you deal with at 
the lending institution is rep¬ 
utable and trustworthy, and 
that he or she really listens to 
your needs. 

“Both the lender and the 
borrower have to properly 
assess the borrower’s current 


and future financial goals be¬ 
fore choosing the right type 
of loan or product,” says Zal¬ 
zal. 

It’s also important to con¬ 
sider whether you will be able 
to meet the loan pa5mients if 
there is a change in your per¬ 
sonal situation, such as you 
or your partner lose your job 
or you get divorced. 


“You have to ask yourself 
whether you can afford to 
make a monthly pa3mient 
on the principal, not just the 
interest, regardless of your 
circumstances,” says Richard 
Goyder, vice-president of per¬ 
sonal lending at RBC. 

When it comes to search¬ 
ing for a lender, Goyder says 
the best advice is to get pro¬ 


fessional advice from your 
banker or financial adviser. 
“Borrowing money is a big 
and very personal decision,” 
he says. “You have to ask 
yourself, how much should I 
borrow? What’s my income? 
What’s the best kind of bor¬ 
rowing for me?” 

Before you can determine 
how much money you should 
borrow, it’s vital to under¬ 
stand how much money you 
aheady spend each month 
and where you spend it. Then 
you can decide where to trim 
so you can set aside adequate 
funds to meet your loan pay¬ 
ments. 

Regardless of whether you 
borrow money from a bank 
or another lending institu¬ 
tion, you must make sure you 
can afford to pay back the 
loan as per the lending agree¬ 
ment. 

“Gonsumers should sleep 
easy at night knowing they’re 
comfortable with their bor¬ 
rowing plan,” says Zalzal. 
“If they have anxiety over it, 
they should revisit it.” 


Mistakes 


Avoid these 
common 
blunders 
whenyou 
are planning 
for a loan 

Don’t want to end up 
drowning in loan debt? 
Richard Goyder, vice- 
president of personal 
lending at RBG, reveals 
some common borrow¬ 
ing mistakes and how to 
avoid them. 

Choosing the wrong type 
of product. If you use a 

credit card to borrow a 
large amount of money, 
you will get dinged with a 
high interest rate. 

“A better idea is to 
borrow on a line of credit, 
which has a lower rate of 
interest,” says Goyder. 

Not seeking advice. The 

different t3q)es of borrow¬ 
ing options, including se¬ 
cured and unsecured lines 
of credit and instalment 
loans — can be confusing 
if you are unfamiliar with 
them. “A financial adviser 
can explain them and 
help determine which is 
best for your situation,” 
says Goyder. 

Refusing to create a 
spending plan. It’s a fact 
— budgets are boring. But 
they are also necessary to 
ensure you can meet your 
monthly loan pa3mients. If 
you don’t have a monthly 
budget, you may borrow 
too much and not be able 
to make the pa3mients. 
Being unaware of your 
credit score. 

A credit score lets 
lenders know if you are 
a safe or poor risk to bor¬ 
row money. If you don’t 
know your score, you can 
determine it by doing a 
credit score report online 
or having your banker do 
one for you. 

Neglecting to approach 
your own bank. Although 
it might be tempting 
to respond to another 
lender’s flashy advertise¬ 
ment, no one knows your 
financial situation better 
than your bank. 

Because your banker 
already has your busi¬ 
ness, it might mean you 
will get a better deal than 
elsewhere. 

Having too much debt 
in too many places. This 
scenario could land you in 
serious financial trouble, 
but there is a solution. 

“Gonsolidating your 
debt can be a veiy sens¬ 
ible and clever way of 
saving yourself money on 
repa3mients,” says Goyder.

Investment. 

Most people need to 
borrow money when 
purchasing a vehicle 


Next to a house, a car or post- 
secondaiy education is prob¬ 
ably one of the biggest invest¬ 
ments you will make. 

When purchasing a car, 


either from a dealership or 
through a private sale, most 
people need to secure a loan. 
The first step is to speak to a 
specialist who will guide you 
through the application pro¬ 
cess and advise you of the avail¬ 
able options, says Shahz Beig, 
associate vice-president, per¬ 
sonal lending, TD Canada Trust. 

In contrast to a house, you 
don’t need a down payment 
for a car; you can borrow the 


entire amoimt, as long as you 
quahfy. You will need a bill of 
sale, and proof of registration, 
ownership and insurance, says 
Beig. 

The interest rate on a car 
loan depends on the size of the 
loan and the number of years 
you take to pay it off. Interest 
rates for such loans are lower 
than for unsecured loans, and 
can be as low as prime plus 
1.75 per cent, says Beig. 


As a new car buyer, you 
can choose a fixed or variable 
rate with a wide range of pay¬ 
ment terms. Bear in mind that 
the longer the term, the lower 
your monthly pa 3 mients. For 
a new car, you can take up to 
seven years to repay the loan, 
but you can pay it off at any 
time. 

“For example, if you can 
take a loan out for $10,000, 
you can pay it off in full in 


six months if you please, and 
there are no penalties or fees 
associated with that,” says Beig 

Since the car is considered 
collateral against the loan, and 
a vehicle depreciates over time, 
you have only up to five years 
to repay a loan to purchase a 
used car, and the interest rate 
would be slightly higher. 

Another significant ex¬ 
pense is a university or col¬ 
lege education. The TD offers 


undergraduates a hne of credit 
of up to $40,000 over four 
years at an interest rate of 
prime plus 1.5 per cent (total¬ 
ling 4.5 per cent), says Beig. He 
believes this rate is better than 
for provincial student assist¬ 
ance programs. The bank also 
offers lines of credit for post¬ 
grads, even up to $200,000, at 
prime, to quahfying medical 
and dental students.

Time to build 
a dream home 


As mortgage rates continue 
to be relatively low and prom¬ 
ise to remain unchanged for 
at least the short term, this is 
a good time to consider get¬ 
ting a loan to purchase your 
dream home. 

Start by working with a 
specialist to get pre-approved, 
says Farhaneh Haque, direc¬ 
tor, mortgage advice, TD Can¬ 
ada Trust. This process helps 
determine the type of loan 
for which you quality. 

“It gives you the confi¬ 
dence to look at properties 
that are within your budget,” 
says Haque. “There’s noth¬ 
ing worse than falling in love 
with a home only to find out 
that you can’t afford it.” 

Part of the pre-approval 
process involves evaluating 
your credit rating. “Some¬ 
times we uncover something 
that you may not even know 
about, so if there are any skel¬ 
etons in the closet, we can 
point you in right direction 
to rectify that,” says Haque. 

Selecting the right mort¬ 
gage — fixed or variable, 
short or longer term, “open” 
or “closed” — is as important 
as finding the right house. 
Most buyers live in their first 
house for only about three 
years so Haque suggests ask¬ 
ing about a mortgage’s flex¬ 
ibility. 

“Can I take this mortgage 
with me? Can I increase it? 


Can I pay more towards the 
principle? If I need to take a 
short break from pa 3 mients, 
can I do that?” 

The minimum down pay¬ 
ment is five per cent. Of 
course, it’s better to put down 
a larger amount so pa 3 mients 
aren’t so overwhelming and 
you a have a better equity 
position, says Haque. 

Homebuyers can tap into 
their registered retirement 
savings plans to purchase a 
home. You and your partner 
can each withdraw up to 
$25,000, although some con¬ 
ditions apply and it has to be 
repaid, generally within 15 
years. 

Remember that the price 
of the house is not the only 
expense; there are also clos¬ 
ing fees, moving costs, lawyer 
pa 3 mients and other incident¬ 
als to consider. 

“These need to be built 
into your budget,” says 
Haque. And in addition to 
mortgage payments, there 
are other regular household 
expenses, including heating, 
property taxes, maintenance 
and renovations. A rule of 
thumb is that monthly hous¬ 
ing costs shouldn’t be more 
than 32 per cent of your gross 
monthly income.

You did it again. You went 
down to the RRSP wire, 
raided the kids’ piggy banks, 
maybe leaned on your line 
of credit or put the touch on 
a grandparent then rushed 
off to make your last minute 
contribution. 

With just under a year 
until the next RRSP deadhne, 
you resolutely swear you’re 
not going to do the last 
minute thing again. But I find 
that RRSP contribution vows, 
hke New Year’s resolutions, 
tend to get tossed aside in the 
stampede of life. 


Take heart, I have a solu¬ 
tion. Before the week is over 
set up an automatic transfer 
from your bank account to 
your RRSP. Just do it! Money 
that is out of sight is out of 
mind and, better yet, shel¬ 
tered from spending urges. 

While it would be nice to 
max out your RRSP contri¬ 
butions through monthly 
deposits, that’s unrealistic for 
many, especially those with 
families, mortgages and car 
loans. 

Instead, pick a number you 
can live with that won’t stress 
you financially. Even $50 or 
$100 will start you off and 
chances are the money won’t 
be missed if it is out of your 
account before you even have 
time to think about spending 
it. To be safe, set up the trans¬ 
fer a couple of days after your 
paycheque is deposited. 

Here’s a trick to go along 
with an automatic contribu¬ 
tion plan. Give yourself an 
RRSP raise on a regular basis.

RRSP by a bit. You won’t feel 
the pinch but the habit, once 
ingrained, will eventually 
turn into a nice tax deduction 
year in and year out. 

Another rationale to this 
plan is the benefit of regular 
investing, called dollar cost 
averaging. If you contribute 
to your RRSP monthly, and 
invest in a group of quality 
products at the same time, 
you will have a much better 
return over time than those 
who make haphazard lump 
sum contributions and invest¬ 
ments. 

Dollar cost averaging evens 
out the ups and downs of the 
stock market and interest 
rates and also saves you from 
trying to guess when is the 
best time to invest. Research 
shows pretty much everyone 
gets it wrong over time.

Toss out your takeout menus — cook dinner at home 


By the time you get home from 
work you’re starving, tired and 
ready to pop a frozen burrito in 


the microwave. (Or, even better, 
order pizza!)

an effect on your wallet — not 
to mention your waisthne. 

But there’s still hope for 
home-prepared meals in your 
future. U.K. cuhnaiy star Sophie 
Wright — the yoimgest head 
chef in England at age 20 — 
insists making diimer doesn’t 
have to be time- or labour-in¬ 
tensive. 

“You just need to be well 
organized,” says Wright. “You 
need to have an idea [of a re¬ 
cipe] in the back of your head. 
Maybe flick through a cook¬ 
book the night before. 

Then, rather than stopping 
for a shce of pizza on the way 
home, stop at the supermar¬ 
ket and pick up a few bits and 
make a really nice meal.” 


If this soimds like a case of 
easier-said-than-done, Wright 
shows us how in her new 
book. Home at 7, Dinner at 8, 
which is filled with 80 easy, 
fancy-sounding recipes, such as 
Honey Roasted Pork Tenderloin 
and Red Wine, Gorgonzola and 
Orange Risotto that can be in 
your belly in less than an hour. 

Taking into accoimt that 
Wright chops food a lot faster 
than us novice cooks, the chef 
added on extra time to each re¬ 
cipe and made sure not to use 
too many pans (“It’s horrible 
washing up after you cook”). 

But tile true test; “My guinea 
pig is my boyfiiend, who is the 
most incompetent cook,” she 
says, laughing. “I know that if 
he can do it, anyone can.”
